The Usual Kappings, Shrieks and a 
Woman in White—The

There are comparatively few people 
who at this advanced intellectual a#e be­ 
lieve in spirits, and the only ghost that 
is believed to walk is that which cheers 
the hearts of employes on pay-days. 
Yet, however, there will occasionally 
crop up some little iocideDt that is 
pointed to as proof positive of their creed 
by the superstitious, aud in this line one 
of the most popular forms is a haunted 
house. Such weird abodes have been

loose board. The latest addition to the 
spook-haunted habitations is said to be 
Judge Ross’ handsome place, on the 
northwest corner of 8pring and Eighth 
streets. 
The building is well known to old- 
timers. It was erected about fifteen 
years ago, as a part of the Taney estate, 
and after a time it was transferred to Mr. 
Buffon. It then passed through the 
hands of many owners, until three years 
ago it became the properry of Judge Ross 
for the snug little sum of $25,000. The 
learned occupant of the bench re­ 
mained in it about a year, when 
he moved out of town, and the 
domicile was rented unfurnished to Mr. 
Lew is, the boot and shoe man, for $150 a 
month. The lessee also staid there abont 
twelve months, leaving it in the latter 
part of last year, and since then it has 
stood unoccupied, with shutters up and 
doors barred. The only living thing that 
is supposed to have anything to do with 
it is a colored man, who every afternoon 
trims and waters the lawn. 
THE STORIES THAT WENT ABOUT. 
Strange stories as to why the houBe is 
untenanted have found their way about 
the streets during the past fsw days. 
Rumor affirmed that it was haunted; 
that, nightly, strange sounds, followed 
by the apjiearance of a ghastly apparition, 
were heard, and it was stated that a re­ 
ward of $100 was open to any one who 
would remain alone in the place all 
night. 
Hearing all these yarnB a H e ra ld 
man went forth to investigate, but first 
searched for the individual who offered 
the reward. Strange to say, though a 
number of people had heard of it no one 
knew the source of the proffer, and after 
visitiDg without success a dozen or so 
real estate offices,the penciller abandoned 
the search in disgust. He next pro­ 
ceeded to the house itself and found it 
to be a banesome white building, faced 
by a well kept lawn, and surrounded 
by a luxurious growth of vegetation. 
It was of no use to go inside 
the premises, and the truth-seeker called 
at all of the surrounding habitations.

THE BANTA CASE. 
W hat tbe Preacher and Hla Wife 
Say. 
Yesterday Department 2 of the Su­ 
perior Court, Judge Clark presiding, was 
all consumed with the celebrated Banta 
will case. The.defense is still going on, 
examining a multitude of witnesses, 
who are unerring in their testimony that 
Banta was not in the habit of drinking 
so much as to be incapacitated for the 
transaction of business. 
Indeed, they 
are unanimous that he was a particularly 
shrewd mau in business affairs. His san­ 
ity, they all think, a matter beyond 
question. PerhapB the most interesting 
testimony presented was that given by 
L. W. Ilayhurst and wife. Mr. Hay- 
hurst stated that he knew Banta well. 
He saw him frequently. Saw him the 
day he went East. He did not see any 
sign that Banta was under any restraint 
at the Crown Villa. Banta’s conversa­ 
tion always seemed to him to be rational 
enough. He never doubted his sanity. 
Between Metcalfe, the attorney for 
Mrs. Banta, and the witness the follow­ 
ing interesting conversation occurred: 
“ Was not Banta frequently under the 
influence of liquor?” 
“ What do you mean by'influence?” 
“ I mean that which people ordinarily 
mean.” 
“ I decline to answer unless you define 
the term.” 
Metcalf insisted that the witness an­ 
swer the question, and the Court ordered 
him to do so. 
He the said ; “Every man who takes 
liquor is from that moment under the in­ 
fluence of liquor, whether it be a spoon­ 
ful or a pint in forty-eight hours.” 
“ Well, did Mr. Banta take a spoonful 
or a pint in forty-eight hours ?” 
“ I have no knowltdge as to whether he 
overtook a pint in forty-eight hours or 
not.” 
“Oh, you have not, Mr. May hurst?” 
“ May it please the Court, I wish to be 
defended from the ill-manDered inter­ 
ruptions of counsel. I have noticed his 
impertinences.” 
Ihe lawyer then said: “ Well, Mr. 
Hayhurst, what will you say as to Mr. 
Banta’s taking a spoonful or a pint of 
liquor iu foity-eight hours?” 
"I should sav that he was one of that 
class of people who sometimes took 


liquor, from a spoonful to a pint in forty- 
eight hours.” 
“ WaB it a pint or a spoonful ?” 
“ It went toward the spoonful.” 
The witness evaded several questions 
as to Mr. Banta’s habits, and said 
that be had never seen anything ap­ 
proaching a jar between Mr. and Mrs. 
Banta while he knew them. After Mr. 
Banta’s death, Mrs. Banta came to him 
and got him to undertake a settlement 
of the difficulty with Mr. Pierce. The 
basis on which he went to Mr. Pierce 
was, first, that Mrs. Banta was to be paid 
the balance of tbe $25,000 agreed upon 
between her husband ana herself, 
amounting to $3,000; second, that Mr. 
Pierce should give bond as truetee; 
third, that the portion willed to Mattie 
Banta be set apart for her, and Mrs. 
Banta be appointed as her guardian. 
Mrs. Hath Hayhurst, wife of the Rev. 
Mr. Hayhurst, was called. 8he stated 
that in December, 1887, Mrs. Pierce 
came to her and expressed a wish that 
she would have a talk with Mr. Banta. 
and endeavor to get him to go back and 
live with his wife. She complied with 
the lequest, and Mr. Banta went to his 
wife’s house and stayed one night, but 
returned to the Crown Villa next morn­ 
ing. She had no other conversation with 
Mr. Banta cn the subject. She con­ 
sidered him perfectly rational. Noticed 
him in and around the grounds of the 
Crown Villa quite often. Never thought 
any obstacles were placed in his way 
from coming ai d going when and where 
he pleased. Passed his room six times a 
day. His door generally stood sjar. 
When Mr. Metcalf took Mrs. Hay Durst 
for cross-examination, the following col­ 
loquy took place: 
“I transacted my business when I 
stopped at the Los Angeles House with 
Mrs. Banta. I noticed that Mr. Banta 
and Mrs. Banta treated each other with 
respect. I remember there was great 
rejoicing in the family when he an­ 
nounced that he was going East.” 
“Do you remember the Sunday Mrs. 
Banta went to church?” 
“ Yes, sir” (smiliDg). 
“ Do you remember the rejoicing upon 
that occasion ? It even extended down 
to tbe animals, the goats, who followed 
him to church, and went in, the black 
one and the white.” 
“ Yes, sir; I remember the goats, but 
I cannot swear to their color.” 
“ When I had the conversation with 
him about going back to his home, I used 
the argument that it was his home, and 
that Mrs. Banta had been a kind, indus­ 
trious and faithful wite. Of my own 
knowledge, I do not know whether Mr. 
Banta went home that night. 
Mrs. 
Pierce told me he had gone. He was not 
at the Crown Villa that night. Wm. 
Pierce was at the hotel that night. I saw 
him. 
It was in the eveniDg I saw 
Pierce.” 
Several other witnesses testified—all to 
the effect that Banta was sane. 
DU VALLE’S KAGE. 
It Lands Him lu a City P rlasa 
C ell. 
J. Du Valle is tbe name of a man frcm 
the great State of Texas, who has been 
living in Los Angeles but a short space 
of time, but has managed to accumulate 
for himself a good deal of trouble. He 
is said to be a lawyer, and occasionally 
has cases in some of the police court*. 
He claims, however, that it is quite im­ 
possible for him to secure justice any­ 
where, and he entertains a very poor 
opinion of the authorities of this city. 
His last quarrel is with the police 
department. His wife, who seems to 
find the times as badly out of joint 
as he does himself, applied for a place aa 
Police Matron. The appointment was 
not brought to her forthwith on a silver 
salver, as Bhe had expected, and she 
took Chief Burns severely to account for 
it. He endured the rating which she 
gave him as long as he could, and then 
went out of the office and left her to her­ 
self. For this ungallant treatment, the 
Chief was savagely attacked in a volumi­ 
nous document which Du Valle laid be­ 
fóte the Police Commissoners last 
Wednesday. It failed to receive much 
attention, net because of its eccentric 
orthography, as might be supposed on 
the first glance, but because of the 
frivolous aDd absurd nature of the 
charges. 
Since then Mr. Du Valle, of 
Texas, has been swearing vengeance 
against the Chief and his force, the Po­ 
lice Commissioners and the town au­ 
thorities in general. 
The gentlemen and his wife live down 
on College street, near Prudent. 
Last 
evening a row took place between him 
and a neighbor named Wilson. 
Du 
Valle claims that Wilson threw dirt in 
his well. 
Wilson says that Mra. Du 
Valle began the trouble by calling his 
wife names. At ail events, Mr. Du 
Valle, who has frequently given 
it 
out 
that 
he 
is 
a 
flgther, 
undertook to “lick” Wilson. The plan 
miscarried somehow, and Wilson was 
about to render Du Valle unrecognizable 
when the lady who wanted to be police 
matron rushed up and took a hand in the 
fray. Du Valle then got a big rock and 
hammered Mr. Wilson on the head. 
Things were looking black for him, 
when Officer Gilbert came upon the 
scene and took tbe Texan in charge. Du 
Valle’s fury was then turned upon his 
old enemy, the police. At the station he 
made a great roaring and refused 
to be searched. His wife undertook 
to interfere, and the officers had 
to take her into another room. 
When 
Du Valle witnessed thiB outrage his an­ 
ger became quite uncontrollable, and he 
had to be held against the wall while his 
pockets were emptied. When this task 
was fiaished he was put behind the bars 
protesting with loud cries that all the 
State should riDg with this outrage later

C rem atio n . 
At Roeedale Cemetry, Los Angeles, on 
Wednesday, April 10th, at 3 p. m., a 
funeral cortege passed the threshold of a 
house in mourning,,from whence were 
borne the remains by those called upon 
to render the last tribute which every 
living being, without distinction, must 
pay to nature. Six little boys of tender 
age carried a light caaket which enclosed 
the lifeless form of a companion. Their 
pathetic mission was to conduct it to the 
spot where the body would be reduced 
to its primitive elements. 
Having arrived, prayer was offered to 
the Supreme Being by the minister 
selected to perform this pious ceremony, 
and when the aiilicted mother had taken 
a tearful farewell of her dead boy, she 
retired, accompanied by most of those 
who participated in the affecting scene. 
Those in charge of the cremation took 
the body from the casket, laid it on a 
metal plate, covered it with a cloth 
slightly wet with alum water, and placed 
it in the receptacle which was already 
heated to a very high temperature, and as 
the door was closed the different phases 
the operation presented could be seen 
through the clear crystal. 
In half an 
hour a radiant aureole of diaphanous 
blue was visible to the height of six 
inches above the body. Sometime after­ 
wards the interior of the receptacle ap­ 
peared as if covered with mist, which 
had entirely disappeared in two hours, 
when the transformation was completo, 
and a marble-like body was presented to 
the view, which, when the above men­ 
tioned door was opened anil it came in 
contact with the air, and was reduced to 
ashes white aB snow. 
Behold the consumation of that 
which the Catholic Church recalls year 
after year in the ceremonies of Ash 
Wednesday—"J¡emento mori, homo, ijuia 
pulvis es et in pulvertm reverteris.” 
After 
presenting 
the 
preceding 
description, it is our duty to state the 
object of this publication. In the first 
place, on many occasions, when we heard 
discussed the practice of burning dead 
bodies, instead of giving them sepulture, 
we were horror-stricken, and could not 
conceive how it was possible for human 
beings to be capable of committing their 
own kindred to the llames—even when 
death had claimed his own. Neverthe­ 
less, on learning that a society, composed 
of well known individuals of both sexes, 
existed in Los Angeles, we determined to 
thoroughly investigate the subject in or­ 
der to see what «ere the advantages. 
After conscientious and impartial 
study, we are enabled to form a favora­ 
ble opioion of the incineration of dead 
bodies. 
The following reasons have 
operated to convert us into advocates of 
cremation. From the moment we were 
able to appreciate the method of calcin­ 
ing the body to the point when, by 
means of great heat, the matter is 
resolved to its primordial state (dust), 
without thrusting them into the tire, as 
heretofore, we became convinced that 
this practice is preferable to that of en­ 
closing the dead in a box, burying them 
in a trench and covering them with earth 
in order that they may soon become a 
mass of corruption and be devoured by 
the loathsome worm. 
To the advantages that cremation pos­ 
sesses over this repugnant practice must 
be added one that is not leas appreciable 
—that of facilitating the preservation of 
the remains of loved ones. A crystal 
urn might be placed on the monnmeut, 
be it modest or costly, or in the family 
residence. 
Still more: The adoption of this 
beautiful system would result in an im­ 
proved sanitary condition of the public, 
causing the disappearance of the germs 
of sickness which emanate from the 
cemeteries, whose miasma, especially in 
the summer, carries divers diseases to 
those dwelling in the neighborhood— 
particularly if an epidemic is ravaging 
the country. 
Finally, we unhesitatingly affirm that 
we prefer to be transmuted to ashes 
rather than to be eaten by worms.

A Queer W ay of .H ailing A rlcu t. 
All the readers of the H e r a ld will re­ 
call the dramatic incidents connected 
with the attempt to arrest a French- 
Canadian named Renault, about two 
months ago, on Captain Moore’s farm, 
just outside the city, near Rosedale 
Renault was accused by a half-witted 
woman, well known in the neighbor­ 
hood, of the crime of rape. A constable 
went to Renault’s house to arrest him 
without showing his authority. Under 
the impression 
that 
the consta­ 
ble was 
a robber, Renault drove 
him out. The Frenchman’s ignorance 
of English added to his confusion. The 
Sheriff was called in, and late at night 
the house was surrounded. Renault, 
believing himself the object of attack by 
bandits, defended himself, and fired 
u p o n the beleaguering party. Then bis 
house was set on fire. Renault escaped 
through the flames, firing his pistol as 
he ran, and being fired at in return by 
the poste. He was chased like a wild 
beast, nntil at last he sought refuge in 
the yard of Mr. Brousseau, the lawyer, 
who spcke to him in his own language, 
told him the men were officers of the 
law, and advised him to surrender 
to them. The denouement of this extra­ 
ordinary affair is a curious commentary 
upon the way in which officers some­ 
times undertake arrests. Renault was 
tried yesterday. The woman was placed 
upon the stand, and it was ascertained 
that she was a monomaniac on the eub- 
ject of rape. The Judge declared that 
there was no case whatever against 
Renault, and told the jury to acquit, 
which they did without leaving their 
seats. We have thus circumstantially 
recapitulated the facta in this case to 
point a moral. The attempt to arrest 
Renault without showing a warrant, in 
the first place, was a violation of law. 
This violation of law on the part of the 
Constable led to the subsequent remark­ 
able events. That no one was killed in 
all this firing back and forth is wonder­ 
ful. Not less than one hundred 
shots 
were 
fired 
first 
and 
last. 
Renault was 
treated 
like 
a wild beast, and it íb not strange that be 
believed himself being ran down by out­ 
laws. No sane man could have supposed 
that officers of the peace would bave 
gone about arresting him in this barbar­ 
ous fashion. If Renault bad been killed, 
after himself having killed three or four 
officers, all this bloodshed would have 
occurred because there are Dogberrys 
and 
Vergeees 
among 
our 
Jus 
tices 
and 
Constables. 
A 
man 
of tact 
and good 
sense would 
have arrested Renault without the 
slightest trouble. But through the Con­ 
stable's stupidity the accused was ren­ 
dered desperate, the lives of the Sheriff 
and his deputies were placed in peril 
and they themselveB brought to commit 
acts which do not appear to their credit, 
in view ot the result of yesterday’s trial. 
If Renault had killed any of his pur­ 
suers, no jury, under the circumstances 
could have been found to convict him. 


E l s e w h e r e a p p ears a s «rticle from 
th e p en of Prof. A. Cuyas, describ in g 
the process of cremation, which he had 
recently witnessed in the caEe of a child. 
There are, doubtless, hygienic aspects of 
this matter which will more and more 
ccmmend themselves to the intelligent 
judgment of mankind. The Christian 
church was confronted by the Pagan 
process of incineration, popular with 
both Romans and Greeks; and, natur­ 
ally, 5t desired to antagonize the heathen 
observances. 
Cremation is undoubt­ 
edly a cleaner, healthier and more re­ 
spectable method of disposing of the 
bodies of the dead than surrendering 
them to the voracity cf the worm. Pup 
posing that the body íb resolved into 
gafes and ashes, it is no more difficult to 
rehabilitate it into its original elements 
than to follow the worms in the vagaries 
of their later habitat, and collecting from 
their ashes the juicy morsels upon 
which the insects once feasted. 
Prof 
Cuyas makes a strong point in quoting 
from the burial service of the Catholic 
Church, the passage, “ Dust thou art, 
and unto dust thou shalt return.” The 
question thus resolves into the choice of 
clean dust and abhorrent dust, the latter 
contaminated with the dust of decayed 
worms,which have fed upon putrescence, 
and few people of sense or delicacy would 
hesitate in their selection. 
Religion 
cuts no figure in the issue, one way or 
the other, while all the suggestions of an 
intelligent sanitation are in favor of cre­ 
mation. 


Bomb of the friends of Justice Field, of 
the United States Supreme Court, who 
has just returned to 8an Francisco from 
Washington, seem to fear that Judge 
Terry will make an attack upon him 
when they first meet. A reporter of the 
Examiner has dished up an interview 
with the United States Justice, in which 
some very ridiculous remarks as well as 
reminiscences are ascribed to that 
gentleman. 
Justice Field is not 
man to borrow any trouble about 
a personal attack from Judge Terry or 
anybody else; and it is not at all likely 
that Judge Terry has any desire to make 
an attack upon Justice Field. If the 
friends of Justice Field were desirous of 
bringing about a personal collision, they 
could not have taken a course that would 
be more likely to lead to it than they 
have. It must be remembered that Field 
is a man of nerve, and at one time re­ 
cognized the code ; and to urge the Jus­ 
tice to keep out of Terry’s way, and thus 
show that he is afraid to meet him 
just the way to get Mr. Field’s argonautic 
dander up. 


Wk h a v e often been asked why it is 
that in the blocks running south of First 
street the numbers of the houses do not 
correspond with the numerals of the 
streets. For instance, between Second 
and Third they run from 100 upward; 
from Third to Fourth, from 200 upward ; 
from Fourth to Fifth, from 300 upward, 
and so on. In other cities where streets 
are numbered, the numbers of the houses 
in the blocks correspond with the num 
bers of the streets. From First to Sec­ 
ond they would be from 100 upward; 
from Second to Thud from 200 upward 
and so on. When the blocks are num­ 
bered that way, any one can tell just be­ 
tween what streets the bouse wanted can 
he found. Why cannot this sensible 
method be carried out in Los Angeles? 
It would apply to the streets running 
parallel with Main for at least twelve 
blocks. 


F or years the H era ld has been advo­ 
cating small instead of large vineyards 
We have shown that much better results 
can be had from vineyards that are under 
the constant care and eye of the proprie­ 
tor than from those that are too large 
for his personal attention. The experi­ 
ence in this State has been against large 
vineyards. We know of none that can 
be written of as a success. Some of our 
up-country contemporaries, we are glad 
to say, are beginning to adopt our views. 
Here is a paragraph from the Call which 
is almost a reproduction of what the 
H e r a l d has said time and again these 
many years: 
The chief obstacle to the production of 
fine wine in this 8tate is the mania for 
arge vineyards. Excellence in quality 
is incompatible with abundance in Quan­ 
tity. To produce the highest grade of 
wine the vinegrower must treat his 
vinevard as if it were a nursery for 
blooded stock. He must know every 
vice, as he would know every animal, 
and treat it according to its nature and 
idiosyncrasy. It is thus that the highest 
attributes of the plant have been devel­ 
oped in France. 


G ov ern o r T h a y e r, of Nebraska, 
his reply to the pragmatical Britons who 
had addressed him in the Egan matter, 
got off a very good thing when he said 
that the Grand Jury of Cook county, Illi­ 
nois, were rather busying themeelveB in 
trying to identify Alexander Sullivan 
with the murder of Dr. Cronin, than in 
discovering the true murderer. This is a 
fact which mu9t have struck moat read­ 
ers cf the newspapers, and which Thayer 
has put in epigrammatic form. There is 
no greater center of the old Know-Noth­ 
ing sentiment in America than Chicago. 
If Sullivan was instrumental in killing 
Cronin he ought to be hung, but he is 
entitled to the benefit of the maxim of 
the old English common law, cordially 
adopted in the United States, that a man 
is to be presumed to be innocent until he 
is proved guilty. 


T h e r e appears to be strong circum­ 
stances pointing to the guilt of Burke in 
the Cronin murder. 
But there have 
been so many false scents and resultless 
moves in this affair that we are disposed 
to wait for the development of actual 
proofs before we sball accept any more 
of tt.e detective work in that case as re­ 
liable. 
The evidence seems to accumu­ 
late against Burke, however, and it now 
looks as if there is some probability that 
his arrest may lead to further and more 
sensational éelairciesements in this mys­ 
terious tragedy. 


T h e fire at Vancouver, in Washington 
Territory, though not as destructive as 
that at Seattle, is relatively as sweeping, 
for all the business portion of the town 
was burned. There seems to be an epi­ 
demic of disasters this season.

The H e r a ld some time ago referred 
to the somewhat presumptuous opinions 
expressed by Mr. G. H. Murnm, of 
champagne renown, who, without any 
opportunity of forming an intelli­ 
gent 
notion about either the eoils 
other characteristics of Califor­ 
nia, announced 
that 
this 
coun­ 
try could make no genuine cham­ 
pagne. 
Mr. Mumm expressed these 
opinions at long range, having jaet 
landed in New York. 
He is probably 
not aware of every distinctive character­ 
istic of California soil and climate. Ac­ 
cording to the route he shall select, it 
will require from thirty-five hundred to 
four thousand miles to bring him in con­ 
nection with the soil of California, 
as be has ostentatiously avoided 
the Southern routes. 
When he 
gets here he will strike a State 
whose coast line is quite seven hundred 
miles in length, and whose varied con­ 
stituents of soil would involve the mem­ 
bers of a numerous scientific college 
years in the analysis. Yet Mr. G. H. 
Mumm, from the very moment of bis 
arrjv®’ on the Atlantic seaboard, knows 
every possible chemical constituent of 
the soils of the Pacific Coast, If Mumm 
were not a seller of French champagnes, 
under his own brands, he would have 
demonstrated himself to be an ass. As 
he particularly desires to retain Califor­ 
nia as a contributor to the revenues in­ 
volved in the continued sale of his own 
headache-producing champagnes, he is 
not an ass. but an empiric. Without 
knowing what be is talking about, he 
desires to discredit a California product 
which does not claim to have at­ 
tained the utmost possible excellence, 
but which has much less of the 
stomach disorganizing and headache- 
prodncing properties than the brands 
which De Bary, his agent, permits to be 
sold under the G. H. Mumm labels in 
this country. 
On the 18th of June a regular meeting 
was held in Piatt’s Hall, San Francisco, 
of the California Grape Growers’ and 
Wine Makers’ Association. 
Daring its 
progress Mr. Arpad Haraszthy took 
occassion to refer to Mr. Mumm’s asin- 
iue declarations, telegraphed from New 
York. 
We take the following from the 
Chronicle's report of the meetiug: 
While on the subject of champagne, 
Mr. Haraszthy referred to the interview 
with G. H. Mumm, recently published, 
in which Mr. Mumm stated that no good 
champagnes could be made in this coun­ 
try becauee our soil does not pofsess the 
necessary factors, the principal one of 
which was said by Mr. Mumm to be 
chalk. Mr. Haraszthy dissected Mr. 
Mumm’s statements, and showed con 
clusively that Mr. Mumm, in the words 
of the speaker, did not know what he was 
talking about. So gross were the mis­ 
statements of Mr. Mumm, Mr. Haraszthy 
said he considered him merely a figure­ 
head who left all his business to peasants 
and cellar-men. 
In the interview, 
Mumm B tated that in California chain 
pagne and Madeira were grown in the 
same vineyard on the same hillside. 
‘‘Whoever told Mumin that filled him up 
to the crop,” said the speaker. Mr. 
Haraszthy said he felt called upon, not 
only in his own interests hut in tljiose of 
all the winemakers be dealt with, to de­ 
fend. as far as he could, the possibilities 
and the continued possibilities of cbam- 
pagne-making in California. 
As making champagne is as yet no 
specialty of Los Angeles county we do 
not deem it necessary to reproduce the 
open letter which Mr. Haraszthy pro­ 
ceded to address to Mr. Mumm. That 
gentleman, from La Belle France, who is 
both commercially and patriotically in 
terested in maintaining his own egotisti- 
al opinions, 
will doubtless 
find 
all he can attend to 
in rebutting 
the 
postulates 
of 
his 
Califor­ 
nia opponent, who, by the way 
put in years in the champagne vine­ 
yards and wineries at Epernay, and 
other champagne wine centers of France, 
before he adventured upon making 
champagne in California. We heartily 
hope that Mr. G. H. Mumm and Mr. 
Arpad Haraszthy may meet in the Cali­ 
fornia vineyards. Such an encounter 
would be, in the line of viticulture, that 
meeting of Gieek with Greek which once 
ornamented the arena of war.

A gainst ten ía le Suffrage. 
An appeal against female suffrage has 
been made hy a number of women in the 
Nineteenth Century. The women who 
make the appeal are not by any means 
obscure. Among the number are Lady 
Randolph Churchill, Mre. Humphry Ward, 
Mrs.Huxley, Mrs.Goschen, Mrs.Matthew 
Arnold and others whose husbands are 
hardly less well known. The force of the 
appeal lies mainly in the fact that it if 
made by womeD. The occasion of it is 
the movement to secure by an act of 
Parliament the recognition of the prin­ 
ciple of the political equality of men 
and women. One point in the argument 
is that women are disqualified physically 
hy the fact of sex Irom many of the 
duties which men are called upon to 
perform. They cannot enter into the 
army and navy, and participation in 
affairs of finance, commerce, shipping, 
railways, mines and kindred pursuits is 
Bubject to inconveniences which, in moet 
cases, will prevent women from reaching 
the same degree of eminence ae men. 
Toe appeal admitB that women are af­ 
fected, to some extent, by all these 
things, but claims that they possess prac­ 
tical influence in proportion to their abil­ 
ity to participate in the heavy work men 
have to do. 
Whatever rests on force, it 
is submitted, should be left to men. 
The argument is alBO offered that women 
are fiercer partisans than men. Stand­ 
ing without the sphere of action they 
serve to check the ardor of men, but if 
they were active their natural impulsive­ 
ness would lead them into excesses 
which men avoid. It is apprehended 
ala that women without character would 
obtain a prominence in affairs out of 
proportion to their merit. 
Modest 
women 
would 
retire 
from 
the 
field into which characterless women 
entered in force. After giving these rea­ 
sons why women should not be made 
politically equal with men the appeal’ 
adds another, which, while it remains 
true, is conclusive. The assertion is 
made that a majority of women do not 
want political equality, and that there 
is no oppression which warrants a de­ 
mand for it. Men make as good laws 
for them as they could make for them 
selves.

C h ic a g o, June 22.—Forty-seven thou­ 
sand people paid their money at the 
gates of Washington Park today, and 
then saw Spokane win tiie American 
Derby worth $18,000. Spokane had been 
favored by far. Still other horses had 
their backers. Proctor Knott, though 
defeated on more than ore field, was not 
considered disgraced, and many thousand 
dollars was staked upon his ability to 
win the race. Don Jose, too, was cop 
sidered by many to be every bit as good 
a chance as Spokane. There was also a 
strong tip on Once-Again. As the time 
of the race drew pear, the noise made b> 
the bookmakers grew louder, and 
the odds were cried in vociferous 
tones on every hand. The rush about 
the betting booths was enormous, and 
hundreds of people were unable to get 
within fifty feet cía bookmaker. Spokane 
was a hot favorite at G to 5, though large 
sums of money were also bet on nearly 
every other horse in the race. Nearly 
one million dollars changed hands on the 
result. The race was an exciting one 
because the tremendous crowd made it 
so. No great show was made in the pre 
liminary parade in which each of the 
contestants looked fit to compete for 
the valuable stakes. «Sorrento was 
first on the track; then Proctor Knott 
appeared, and was followed by Long 
Dance, Don Jose, Retrieve and Onee- 
Again. At last came Spokane. During 
the three breakaway?, Proctor Knott 
broke in front each time, plaiuly allow­ 
ing that Bryant’s disappointment vas to 
be pace-maker. When the flag fell to an 
excellent start, Once-Again was in front, 
f Uowed by Sorrento, Don Jose, Proctor 
Knott, IiOng Dance, Retrieve and Spo­ 
kane in the order named. 
The “Daredevil” (Fitzpatrick) 
mediately plied the whip, and Knott 
shot ahead like a flash, Once Again being 
taken back by Murphy. The race was 
fast, and all seemed content with their 
positions, which, down the stretch and 
cast the stand, were not changed, except 
that, for a moment, Don Jose made a 
spurt. Knott had an advantage of two 
lengths over the others, who were well 
bunched, with Spokane bringing up the 
rear, under Riley’s Btrong pull. Knott 
lost some of his iead, and, at the three 
quarter pole, Sorrento was gaining. Then 
ttie pace became desperate. When the 
half-mile mark fell behind the racers 
there was just daylight between Koot' 
and Retrieve, while the others, except 
Once Again, were pulling up. Sorrento 
was cut off on the turn, but the jockev 
pulled him to the outside and made up 
the lost ground so rapidly that hie 
backers trembled with joy. As the home 
stretch was reached he was again second 
but there Proctor Knott gave out, and 
there Spokane made his run. So fast did 
he come,that,i ushing past the last quarter 
he was actually leading, while Knott had 
already fallen into third place. Again 
Sorrento advanced, but though stronger 
han those behind, could not disturb 
Spokane, who came away under Riley’s 
upraised hand, but without tasting whip 
or spur, and won very easily by a full 
length. Sorrento was Recomí, a head 
before Retriever, third, followed bv Don 
Jose, Long Dance, Once Again and Proc­ 
tor Knott. Tiie latter, cut up and very 
tired, stopped at the saddling paddock, 
and was taken to his stable, while the 
crowds hurrahed and the hand played hb 
a saddle of roses was placed upon the 
winner’s haunches. 
ho much money came down from the 
northwest that Spokane went to the 
post heavy favorite at six to five. Other 
closing odds were Knott two to one, Don 
Jose four to one, Once Again six to one, 
Sorrento eight to one, Long Dance and 
Retrieve thirty to one each.

Whdn Spokane reached his stall 
he was almost mobbed by the Montana 
stable’s frenzied attendants, who clung 
about his neck aud would not allow him 
to rest until the trainer, Rodgap, had 
shouted himself hoarse. He was rubbed 
down and lightly fed, and as tbe sun 
went down the stable boys gathered un­ 
der his shed and told of the great home's 
prowess. A lusty darkey placed a big 
pot on the fire and filled it with smal 
white leaves taken from a bag. it was 
a medicine-man’s Life-Giver, and it was 
being prepared for Spokane’s next meal 
A short, red-faced man with a brown 
beard and his hands thrust clumsily in 
his trousers pockets, sauntered along the 
stable path. It was Sam Bryant 0 1 1 his 
way to his own stalls. As he passed the 
Montana afables he was attracted by 
laughter and loud talk, and turning in 
that direction he saw a big darkey stir­ 
ring a steaming mess in a pot, his mouth 
at retched into a broad grin, aud, aB he 
stirred it and added the white leaves, he 
sang, the only intelligible words being 
“Spoke my spoke.”

Brooks’ explanation of his failure to 
tell the 6tory before is tLat he was afraid 
of losing his life, as he believed that tbe 
men concerned in the murder were do 
desperate that they would kill anyone 
that they thought would turn up asa 
witness against them. 
Before he told 
the story he stipulated ihat he should be 
given protection. He described the three 
men that he saw. and the description o£ 
one of them is said to fit Burke, the Win­ 
nipeg prisoner. 
“ t h e t h u n d e r e r ' s ” r e q u e st. 
A cablegram from tho solicitor of the 
London Times, eavs the Daily News, was 
received at the office of Attorney Frank 
Collier this morning. It requested him 
to procure, as soon as poesible.a certified 
copy of the evidence taken by the Coro­ 
ner in the Cronin inquest. The evidence 
makes 1,100 pages in typewriter print, 
and a copy, which will be made next 
week, will cost $250.

IN SEARCH OF COONEY. 
The statement is published that Patrick 
Cooney is supposed to be the roan who 
passed under ihe name of J. D. Simonds, 
and bought the furniture which was put 
in the Hat opposite Dr. Cronin’s office, 
and which was subsequently taken to the 
Carlson cottage, in which Cronin was 
murdered. It was given out that the 
police expect to capture Cooney, possibly 
within a few hours. 
DIGGING UP HURKE’s RECORD. 
From tbe day Burke’s name was men­ 
tioned in the case Police Lieutenapt El­ 
liott has been working industriously on 
Burke’s record. “I have found that he 
will probably have to account for more 
than the crime of murdering Dr.Cronin,” 
said the Lieutenant. 
“ Do you think he has committed mur­ 
der before?” 
“ From what I have discovered, I 
should say that he had, but I can give 
you more particulars in a few days.” 
OBJECTS TO BE WAX-“ FIGGERKD.” 
This afternuon Frank Woodruff' com­ 
menced, in the Circuit Court, a suit for 
$19,500 damages for libel against the pro­ 
prietor of a dime museum who has on 
exhibition a wax “figger” of the horse- 
thicf ae one of the accomplices in the 
murder. 
ANOTHER ARREST MADE. 
A new arrest was made this afternoon 
in the Cronin case. The prisoner is 
Michael Walsh, a plumber, who has 
been working at Joliet. 
He knew 
Martin Burke, the Winnipeg suspect, in 
Chicago. Burke, it is reported, turned 
up in Joliet tbe day after the Cronin 
tragedy, and remained with Walsh, 
practically 
penniless, 
until 
June 
9, when it is thought that a money order 
come to him by Winnipeg, Man., from 
Chicago. The natural inference would 
be that Walsh’s arrest is due to a desire 
on the part of tiie police to elicit any­ 
thing of value that he may know regard­ 
ing Martin Burke. 
It is supposed that the Frank Williams 
with whom Cronin drove off on the night 
of May 4 will never be seen again. 
Walsh was released to-night after be­ 
ing subjected to a thorough pumping., 
So far as could be learned, the informa­ 
tion extracted from him, while interest­ 
ing and worth having, did not afford the 
rich leads for which the police had 
hoped. 


A R u u a w a r lla ttea u . 
T h r e e R iv e r s, Que., June 22.— A 
batteau, cairying passengers and freight 
on the Saint Maurice river, today be­ 
came unmanageable near Crande Piles, 
owing to the swiftness of the current, 
and was carried over the falls near that 
place. Six persons were drowned.

AN INDIAN'S HTftoNO KICK, 
James Reubens, A Nez Perces Indian, 
from Idaho, called on Secretary Nobles 
and Acting-Indian-Commissioner today, 
and warmly protested, in the name of 
his tribe, againBt the retention in office 
of Charles E. Monteith as agent for his 
people. Monteith was agent for the Nez 
Perces during the four years immediately 
prior to 1888, when he was succeeded 
by George W. Morris. His present ap­ 
pointment was made since the incoming 
of the present administration. Reubens 
represented that during M onteith's for­ 
mer term he had forfeited the respect 
and good will of the tribe by repeated 
acts of cruelty, and, on many occasions, 
he had demonstrated the fact that he 
had no interest whatever in the welfare 
of the Indians. He said that he was a 
man totally unfitted by nature to occupy 
the position he held, as was demon­ 
strated by the fact that, during his for­ 
mer term, he had gained the ill-will and 
enmity of neariy every member of the 
tribe. He said farther that his people 
would persistently oppose the allotment 
of their lands in severalty, now being 
made by Miss Fletcher, unless Monteith 
was recalled and another and better man 
sent to them in his place. 
Secretary Noble, at the conclusion of 
Reubens' statement, assured him that 
his charges against Msnteith would re­ 
ceive his careful attention, and if it was 
found that Monteith was unfitted for the 
position to which he had been appointed, 
he would not be permitted to continue 
in it. The Secretary, however, said that 
while ho was disposed to give them as 
their agent the very best man obtainable, 
yet he fully expected the Indians to im ­ 
mediately abandon any purpoee which 
they might have of retaliating on account 
of Monteith’s appointment by refusing 
to take their lanciB in severalty.

P ortland, J u n e 22.—At 11 o'clock 
last n ig h t a w atchm an near th e old 
C atholic C hurch, about half a m ile from 
th e business center of tow n, discovered 
flam es in the ruins. T hey were little 
m ore, according to h is statem ent. 
T he 
flam es b u rst up like wildfire, an d th e 
sm oke w as heavy w ith the odor of burn­ 
ing petroleum . 
H e gave th e alarm , and 
th e city fire departm ent, as well as that 
from the garrison.quickly responded. The 
structure had been abandoned for three 
years. 
It m ake a quick, h o t fire, th at 
attracted a m ajority of the town an d of 
th e garrison. 
By 1 :30 nothing was left of 
tb e old M ission, and the firem en re ­ 
turned to th eir quarters and the citizens 
to th eir hom es. 


THK SECOND FIRE BREAKS OUT. 
Shortly before 2 o’clock th e sam e w atch­ 
m an saw flam es bursting from th e rear 
of th e bakery of M yers A Petros, on the 
east side of M ain street, near Fourth.

B y the tim e th e firemen had a stream 
playing, th e heat was so tierce th a t it 
b eat them back. 
In another in stan t th e 
flameB h ad leaped to th e west side of 
M ain, an d four blocks of sm all shops 
a n d sto n e w ere a sea of flam es. 


THE FIREMEN AND SOLDIERS.

The 
city has one steam engine and an old 
h a n d m achine, and th e garrison was 
represented by th eir hand engines. 
The 
soldiers worked to better advantage than 
did the citizens. 
Tney were naturally better disciplined, 
andin addition to th is powerful stream s 
w ere soon throw n on the tire from th e east 
from hydrants of the G overnm ent water 
works. T h is checked the flam es in th at 
direction, and enabled the other firem en 
to confine th eir efforts to th e w est, D o itb 
and south, and at 4:30 the fire was u n ­ 
d er control, and at 5 o’clock, w hen th e 
P ortland engine, w ith Chief M organ and 
F ire Com m issioner Storey, arrived on the 
steam er O klahom a, only th e ruins were 
blaziDg fitfully. 
_ The P ortland soon had a stream play­ 
ing from th e river, enabling tbe V an­ 
couver firemen to take a m uch needed 
rest.
